Twenty 
cakes of ice, each 18 inches square 
and 12 ‘inches thick, would make a 
ton of ice as stored. 


The Artificial Pond. | 


Still another method for manu- 
facturing ice on the farm is to make 
an artificial pond where there is an 
abundant supply. of water available 
from well or spring and the pumping 
is done by powér or hydraulic ram. 
The area required to produce a ton 
of ice. is not great, depending of 
course;on the thickness of the Ice. 
If the probable freezing will make 
fee 12 inches thick but thirty-five 
square feet of pond surface is re- 
quired for each ton needed. 

‘The usual method of harvesting 
the supply of ice for the farms is to 
cut it from some nearby pond, 
stream or lake and haul it home and 
store it in the ice house, or some 
form of enclosure where it will cover 
deep with dry sawdust. The source 
of ice should be free from contam- 
ination and clean of weeds and otker 
vegetable matter. 

Harvesting the Crop. 

The method consists of the follow- 
ing operations,— 

(1) Cleaning off the snow, if any, 
by means of a suitable form of scrap- 
er. The snow is either dragged off to 
the shore or pulled into windrows, 
depending on the size of the area. 

(2) Marking off the ice into 
squares or laying off the field. This 
operation should be done accurately 
in order to have blocks of equal size 
and cut straight and even to make 
handling and packing in the house as 
economical as possible. Success in 
“this depends largely on getting the 
-first line ‘straight, and this can be 
done by stretching a line between two 
stakes and placing a straight edge 
board 12 or 14 feet long along the 
“Mne, and marking. the ice with hand 
tool or hand plough along the edge 
\of the board. The board is moved 
along the marking is done, piece 
by pl After marking in one direc- 
tion is completed it is necessary to 
establish a line across the area which 
is at right angles to the first direc- 
tion. Probably the beet way to start 
this is by using a carpenter's large 
@quare made of pieces of straight- 
edge boards 10 or 12 feet long, and 
tied across the corner to hold them 
fast at angle of 90°. Once the first 
line is marked straight and at right 
angles to the first line the rest can 
easily be marked off properly. 
Cutting the Ice. 

The ice is cut both ways by either 
a horse-drawn ice plough or 4@ cir- 
cular saw. driven by a gasoline en- 
gine, the whole mounted on a sled 
pushed along by hand. The latter 
method of cutting is very satisfactory 
and is. economical, when cutting is 
done on a large scale, ras is the case 
with a large ice dealer or group of 
farmers harvesting their ice co-oper- 
atively. -The ice field is usually cut 
in one direction with the machine 
| and to a point two or three inches 
of the full depth. The long strips 
one way are detached from the field 
by striking into the saw cut with a 
heavy chisel, and then pushed up to 
the loading platform and there ‘cut. 
up into blocks by a hand saw or by 
the chisel in case the field has been 
eut both ways by the ice plough or 
power gaw. When a small quantity 
of ice is harvested the cutting Is done 
by sawa. 


g and Packing the Ice. 

There are several devices used for 
loading the ice on the sleigh, wagon 
or motor truck, depending upon the 
amount of ice being handled. The 
main object in this case is to get a 
mechanical outfit that is cheap, con- 
venient to operate and which will 
gave the handling of the ice by hand. 
A small hoist, or a horse¢-power driv- 
en elevator answers very well. 

It is advisable to store the ice on 
cold, dry days as it will. be better for 
handling and will keep better after 
storage. The cakes should all be the 
game size, and be evenly cut, in order 
that they may be packed together 
with as little alr space as possible. 
Any spaces should be Alled with small 
pieces of ice. The more compact the 
mass of ice the better it will keep. 
Below the ice there should be a foot 
of dry sawdust or shavings, and as 
the Alling proceeds the same material 
should be packed between the ice and 
the walls. Do not put sawdust about 
individual cakes of ice. Pack the ice 
with a little dip toward the centre, 
eo that it cannot press outwards 
against the walle. Atter the ice is 
atered there stiould be a couple of 
feet of sawdust put over the. top.

BENEFICIAL EFFECT OF BIRD | 
PROTECTION 


Canada now has more than forty 
bird sanctuaries specially reserved for 
bird protection purposes. These are 
scattered across the country from 
Nova Scotia to British Columbia. 


' Some of the provinces also maintain 


similar reserved areas for the benefit 
of native bird life. 

The effect that one group of these 
sanctuaries is producing is shown by 


| @ census taken during the past sum- 


mer on ten such reserves consisting of 
islands along the north shore of the 
gulf of St. Lawrence inhabited chiefly 
by seabirds. By providing these use- 
ful and attractive waterfowl with 
safe, undisturbed areas for rearing 
their young, the National Parks of 
Canada Branch of-thé Department of 
the Interior, which carries. on this 
work, is enabling them to maintain 
themselves and increase in numbers 
in spite of many adverse conditions. 
On comparing the figures Obtained in 
1930 with the results of a similar 
census made in 1925, when these sanc- 
tuaries were established, it is found 
that the bird population of the reserv- 
ed areas has increased by nineteen 
per cent in the five-year interval. 
The total seabird population of the 
ten sanctuaries in 1930, not including 
young birds hatched that year, was 
100,836, of sixteen different species.

Note onthe first page that 
the highest percentage (38.3) of not 
clean flavcured cheese occurred from 
May 16 to 31, and the lowest percent- 
age, 18.0, from June 1 to 14, more 
than twice as many in the last half of 
May as in the first half of June. Note 
also that the Highest percentage(49.0) 
of rancid flavoured cheese were made 
in the last half of May and the lowest 
percentage (4.24) was made from 
Sept. 15 to Oct. 4; almost twelve tim- 
es as many in May.

An increase of 25 to 3b per cent. in 


-| yield of turnips has been obtained in 


a number of demonstration tests con- 
ducted by the Department of Chemis- 
try, O.A... In the past twenty years, 
the growing of turnips has become 
an important phase of farming in 
Central untario and although profits 
were diminished due to conditions in 
4930, turnips continue to be an im- 
portant edjunct of many mixed farms 
in Ontario. Growing conditions of 
1930 were especially . bad, due to the 
long drought. The usual pest, the 
turnip louse, was in great evidence, 
rendering many 4 crop absolutely 
worthless. This insect is difficult tc 
combat, because it is a “sucking 
mouthed insect’ and sprays have 
littje effect on it. Ten different ferti-

periments, rates varying from 400 to 
750 pounds _ner acre. The average 
yield for all f ers was 639 bushels 
per acre while the average for the un- 
fertilized was 463 buskels.

MARRIED WOMEN 
TO BE JOBLESS’ 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 90—All mar- 
ried women employed as operators, in 
the telephone exchanges of Greate’ 
Boston will be laid off on January 
26, the only exceptions being cases 
where husbands are unemployed and 
incapable of supporting the family. 
This deccision, affecting about 209 
operators, Was taken by the tele- 
phone company to meet “its problem 
of force distribution in the face of 
slack business.” 

“In so doing,” 
“the management 


said the company, 
is ohserving & re- 
commendation of the State's Com- 
mittee on Unemployment Relief, 
which, however, is supported by its 
own: judgment -as the most equitable 
step in such an emergency. 

“within the metropolitan division, 
the entire group of central offices, 
because of their jnter-relationship. 
had to be treated as one unit, and it 
was decided that, instead of allotting 
periodical. days off to all employees, 
it would be far more equitable first 
to lay off married women living with 
husbands eble to support their famil- 
jes. In some of the large centres 
outside the metropolitan division, 
similar emergencies have been met 
by allottng one or more days off per 
week or per month, 4s the case 
might be «mong the entire force of % 
given central office.

Fourth -—It furnishes the busy 
farmer with the sourrounding market 
conditions, allowing him & means of 
comparing the home market with 
distant ones, thus to take advantage 
of the best market offerings. 

Fifth, and greatest of all—The ex- 
pression of public opinion. If you 
read the paper you will see several 
letters written by ordinary citizens 
expressing their opinion on municipal 
affairs or matters of general interest. 


but each letter must be signed. 

One thing.is certain,public opinion, 
through your own paper, is far more 
powerful than any back door argu- 
ment or than any small deputation of 
two or three men. 

Everyone can attend the public 
meetings,but through your paper you 
can express your convictions, not tu 
two or three friends, but to the whole 
community at once.

0. A. C. SHORT COURSES 

An interesting series of Short 
Courses have been arranged for the 
month of February at the Ontario 
Agricultural College lecture wili 
be given by O. A. C. professors. of-;| 
ficials of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, and outstanding Ontario auth- 
orities on the various subjects.

Rovts in Cattle Rations 
That silage alone for dairy cattle 
is not sufficient and roots shoul also 
be included in the revyular_ rations, 
Prof. J. C. Steckley of ©.A.C., stated 
at the Experimental Union meeting. 
He was supported by W. J. Bell, 0 
the Kemptvilie Agricultural School, 
who pointed|*out that the cost of 
producing roots was not excessive, 
particularly where the ground had 
beet thoroughly cultivated before 
sowing. In all the rations quoter 
for dairy cattle, Prof. Steckley uzged 
feeding roots at the rate of two 
pounds daily for every hundred 
pounds of live weight of the animal, 
in addition to one pound of alfalfa or 
red clover hay and two pounds of 
silage. Where no silage was avail- 
able, four pounds of roots should bé 
fed, he said. In feeding beef cattle, 
roots also occupy a prominent place, 
the speaker advocating four pounds 
daily for every 100 pounds of anim- 
al’s live weight. Both speakers 
claimed that it was impossible to get 
too much succulence and palatability 
in the cattle rations and in their 
opinion roots constituted one of the 
most important feeds in this respect. 


Sow Thistle Experiments 

To secure more definite informs- 
tion on the control of sow thistle, 
comparative work was done in 1930 
_the. O.A.C., the Department’s 
Crops and Markets Branch, and W. 
D. Hislop, a farmer near Stratford. 
Part of Mr. Hislop’s farm was very 
badly infes with sow thistle. 
Four plots of about two acres each 
were used and on these the effects of 
several methods of cuit'v+t'on as 
well as of fertilizers wer2 tried out. 
On two plots a crop of mixed grain 
was grown. One of the:n had been 
disced in September and plowed in 
October 1929, while the other had 
been plowed in July and cultivated 
in August 1929. A crop of mature 
grain was taken from each of the 
plots in 1930, The one plowed in 
July and cultivated in Augus: had 
only about half as much sow thistle 
and yielded almost twice a3 much 
grain as the other. Four hundred 
Ibs. per acre of 2—12—6 fertilizer 
was applied to half of each plot. On 
all plots there was a very large in- 
crease in yield where fertilizer was 
used, as well as a noticeable weaken- 
ing ahd decrease in the number ,of 
sow thistle plants.

In the Belleville district there 
was a slight decrease in the qual- 
ity of cheese handled by the 
Company, due to a decrease in the 
make. Conditions in the various 
markets during the past season were 
also reviewed by the General Manag- 
er. In Great Britain, which of course 
is the principal market for Canadian 
cheese, there was a larger quantity 
of New Zealand and Canadian 
‘cheese available at all times than 
was required by the consumptive de 
mand so that it was a buyer’s mar- 
ket throughout the season. The re- 
turns therefore to producers have not 
been remunerative although compar- 
ing very favourably with other 
branches of farming. With regard 
to future prospects Mr. Moore point 
ed out that the production of cheese 
in New Zealand continues to show 
an increase of about 10 per cen.. 
over, the same period a year ago. He 
also thought there was a danger that 
the recent increase in the Canadiar 
tariff on tutter may react unfavor- 
ably on cheese as the butter industry 
will enjoy a highly. protected market 
while cheese will have to sell on a 
competitive basis with New Zealand 
in the markets of the United King- 
dom. Until such time, therefore, as 
sufficient butter is produced in Can- 
ada to meet our own requirements 
and provide an exportable surplus 
the creamery will enjoy an advant- 
age over the cheese factory. This 
would prove unfortunate, taking a 
long range view of the dairying situ- 
tion in this country, as the cheese 
industry is valuable to Canada as an 
export commodity possessing” a splen- 
did reputation and it should receive 
every consideration when tariff ad- 
justments are being made.

Pure gold or silver is too soft to be| 
used as ccin. They are mixed with a} 
small amount of copper to hardea 
them, and nickel coins contain a 
large amount of copper. The prepar- | 
ed metal is first passed through a 
rolling machine, is then carefully 
tempered, and passes between steel 
cylinders, which reduces it to the ex- 
act thickness required. These strips 
pass through the cutting machine 
which punches out the blank coins, 
which are called planchets.

remelted. Next comes the milling 
machine, making the edge thicker 

putting little grooves in it if 
necessary: vehastly, these pieces pass 
through the massive, but most deli- 
cate coining presses, which. stamp 
the coins perfectly. Even after this 
these coins are weighed in parcels, 
and only a very slight deviation is 
allowed for packages of a thousand 
coins each, before they pass into the 
hands of the treasurer. These coins 
are made by the million and finished
